The British authorities maintain the usual 
banker’s secrecy about the individual ownership 


of the so-called sterling 


balances, but the 1945 


figures were published in a report by a United 
States House of Representatives committee, and 
these have now been brought up to date by The 


Banker. 


Its estimate of Hongkong’s 
holdings throws Interesting 
light on the Colony's capital 
position, It shows the extent to 
which Hongkong’s persistent 
deficit om merchandise trade.— 
amounting to over £300 million 
in the nine years from 1946 tu 
1954—has been offset by its 
surplus on “invisible” trans- 
actions, 

On this side of the account 
the Colony benefits from its 
merchanting, banking, shipping 
and other commercial trans- 
actions. Income from the 
maintenance of British troops in 
the Col is another big 
“invisible” item, 

But the growth of the sterling 
balance also reflects, the move- 
ment of capital into Hongkong. 
Am important factor here was 
the big influx of funds that 
sought refuge in tho Colony 
when the Communist armies 
were overrunning China. 

Total revenue in November 
Inst year. amounted to $29,574,- 
093.92, leaving. a surplus of 
$2,744,621.32, sccordin, to a 
financial statement published in 
the Government Gazette today.
